Frankfurter, the twenty-seven years old 
Yugoslav Jew, for the murder of the Nazi 
agent, Wilhelm Gustloff, at Davos. The 
eight months he has already ye in 
úfison. awpiting trial. will be deducted 
ftom the sentence. 

‘Frankfurter is also deprived of all civil 
and other rights, and sentenced to life 
expulsion from Switzerland. He was 
farther found ‘liable to pay all the costs 
of the prosecution. : 

On heexing the sentence Frankfurter, 
who is of weak health and physique, burst 
into tears. 

There is no death penalty for murder 
in the Canton of Grisons, and the Public 


Prosecutor had not asked for a higher 


sentence than the eighteen years agreed on 
by the tribunal. 

“The counsel for the defence, Dr. Curti, 
pleaded that Frankfurter’s mind had been 


-temporarily unhinged by the persecution 


of kis campatriots in Germany, and that 


he had decided he must kill Gustloff, who. 


was personally unknown to him, as a 
means of wakening the conscience of the 
world to the sufferings of his people. 

Frankfurter, who had been a student 1n 
Frankfort in Germany, and then at Berne, 
finally went to Davos, whee Gustloff was 
living. After several days’ indecision he 
decided to call at the latter’s house, when, 
as seon as Gustloff appeared, he drew out 
his revolver and fired five times, shooting 
him dead. 

He then gave himself up to the police. 

Dr. Curti, in an eloquent defence, com- 
pared Frankfurter with a modern Wilhelm 
Tell, adding that he had done something 
much nobler than Tell, for he had no 
personal animosity against Gustloff.

worth of borrowed jewellery which she 
failed to return-gand that she stole £100 
from her husbands desk, were made of a 
woman at Southend Police Court yesterday. 

The woman, Gwendolme Patricia Violet 
Davis (56), of Lodge avenue, Leeds, was 
charged with stealing the jewellery and 
money from her husband, John Davis, a farm- 
bailiff, of Cranleigh, Surrey, whom she 
married in August, 1931. 

The wedding, attended by the then Mayor 
of Southend, was described as ‘‘guite a local 
event.””. The husband agreed that he made 
“ quite a splash. ' 

Áir. R. <A. Shorter, prosecuting, said 
that Davis had been married before. At 
the time of his wedding to defendant he 
had a capital of £800. The jewellery was 
the property of his first wile, and was 
left at the bank. It remained there 
until shortly before the wedding, when 
it was taken out, and Davis gave his wife- 
to-be permission to wear it at the marriage 
ceremony and during the honeymovun. He 
told her at the time that it belonged to 
his two sons. Before the wedding he spent 
a considerable amount of money buying her 
clothing and other things. 

They spent the honeymoon in Ireland, and 
at the end of it Davis found that his capital 
was reduced to £200. He understood that 
his wife was a woman of means. 


THE AWAKENING 


When they returned from the honeymoon 
sheg refused to give up the jewellery, and 
ten days later she disappeared with it, 
together with the money which he Kept in 
his desk. Nothing more was seen of her 
until recently, when she was arrested in 
Leeds. 

Mr. W. F. Bestley (defending) suggested 
that Davis made “ quite a splash,”’ and that 
the Mayor of Southend was present. Mr. 
Davis agreed with this 

Mr. Bestley—\our wife was there respleo- 
dent in new clothes, and wearing jewellery?’ 
—Yes. 

And after the wedding breakfast, you went 
off to lreiand’?—\es, to see the property. 

Then came the awakening, as so many 
married men experience it'—Yes. 

Mr. Davis, who said that his wife told him 
that she was the daughter of an Aldershot 
colonel, denied that he gave her the jewellery. 

Mr. Besticy submitted tha it was 
abundantly clear that the jewellery had been 
given to the woman by Mr. Davis in circum- 
stances which would lead her to presume that 
it became her property. 

There they had a man who was getting 
married for the second time and who. he 
supposed, was as foolish as the man who 
was entering Holy Matrimony for the first 
time. He was generous with gifts, and gave 
her almost anything, 

Mr. Davis not only paid for the clothes that 
the defendant wore, the wedding cake, the 
wedding breakfast, and the honeymoon, but 
even the very shoes in which she stood. He 
adorned her with jewellery, which she wore 
not only at the wedding but for a fortnight 
afterwards, during the honeymoon. ‘Then, 
when there was a rift, added Mr. Bestley, Mr. 
Davis was so cross that he was prepared to 
go to any length to get back his gifts. 

Davis. who was committed for trial -at 
Southend Quarter Sessions, pleaded not 
guilty, and reserved her defence.

MR. NORTON ATTACKS 
GOVERNMENT

“ RECANTATION OF PAST 
POLICY ”’

Speaking at a Labour meeting at Rath- 
angan on Sunday, Mr. Norton, T.D., re- 
ferred to the abdication of King Edward 
VIII. and said that disgraceful haste had 
been displayed by the Government in áp- 

inting a successor to the abdicated King. 
It was ironic that the Fianna Fail Govern- 
ment was the first Government in this 
country voluntarily to appoint a British King 
as the King of Saorstat Eireann. Whatever 
reasons prompted the British Government to 
dea] with the matter speedily there were no 
reasons why the matter should be treated 
with the same urgency by the Saorstat, and 
the Government here had now voluntarily 
agreed to recognise.the Protestant succession 
to the Kingship of Great Britain and to the 
Kingship of Saorstat Eireann, and they did 
not even ask that the offensive anti-Catholic 
declaration should be removed from the 
ceremony of appointing the King. 

Instead: of using the difficulties created by 
the abdication to insist on a satisfactory 
settlement of the economic war and. the 
abolition of partition, the Government had 
tumbled over themselves in their anxiety to 
do here exactly what the British Government 
desired them to do in the matter of appoint- 
ing a successor. 

The Government had lost an opportunity 
which might never again recur of abolishing 
partition and ending the economic war on 
terms satisfactory to the Free State. ‘The 
passage of the bill was a complete recanta 
tion of the past policy of the Fianna Fail 
Party. Mr. de Valera had now agreed with 
Mr. Dillon and Professor Thrift that they 
could not do without a King for 24 hours. 


CUSTOMS OFFICER 
DROPS DEAD 


An inquest into the death of Reginald 
Ryan (39), of 4 Northcote avenue, Dun 
Laoghaire, a local Customs official, was 
opened at St. Michael's Hospital, Dun 
Laoghaire, yesterday, and was adjourned 
for the attendance of the dead man’s medical 
advisor. 

Matthew Ryan, 3 Stella Gardens, Glas- 
nevin, identified the body as that of his 
brother. He had last seen Reginald alive on 
Sunday week, and he then complained of 
his chest. He had been suffering from 
bronchitis for the past eight months. 

Mr. J. Brown, Chief Preventive Officer, 
Carlisle Pier. Dun Laoghaire, said that the 
dead man called at his office at Carlisle Pier 
on December 9 and said that witness would 
be glad to hear that he was not suffering 
from asthma; but that he would have to go 
to hospital. He appeared to be breathless 
and coughed twice. When he coughed the 
second time he placed a handkerthief to his 
mouth. When he took the handkerchief 
away there was blood on it. He then 
walked out of the office. Witness went into 
another office, and when he was returning 
he heard a thud. He rushed out and saw 
the deceased man lying on his back, with 
the blood gushing from his mouth. 

Dr. W. J. Roche, house surgeon, said that 
death was due to the rupture of an aneurism 
in the heart.

PROFESSOR STARKIE'S 
FINAL LECTURE

LONDON, Monday. 

“‘Gipsies in Literature and Music ” was 
the subject of the final lecture given by Pro- 
fessor Starkie, Litt.D., at University College, 
in his series of addresses on ' Adventures in 
Literature and Music.” The chair was taken 
by Professor Sisson, of University College. 

The lecturer dealt with the work of in- 
vestigators into the origin of the gipsies. It 
was proved, he said, that they were people 
from North-West India, and that the Romany 
language is an Indian one. The gipsies 
rapidly spread through Europe in the Middle 
Ages, and there were extensive regions 
mr by this race in the thirteenth century. 
n the sixteenth century they suffered perse- 
cution in many 
themselves with 
rites. 

In .Hungary the gipsy found a natural 
home, since the Magyar race had always a 
special need for the, magic and incantat‘on of 
gipsy music. In Spain, where the nomadic 
imstincts was part of the race character, the 
gipsies became rapidly absorbed. 

Professor Starkie referred to MPorran’s 
writings and to the researches of Ireland, aid 
to the work of the Gypsy Lore Society, and 
also to Sampson's investigations among the 
gipsies in Wales, and spoke of his cwn ex- 
periences among the gipsies of Hungary. 

These people, he said, lived in the country 
and took the folk music from the peasants 
and invested it with their own arú so ro 
ment and magic. 

Among the airs which Professor Starkie 
played on his fiddle was a Runmanian cipsy 
one, called “The Eye of the Devil,”’ which, 
he said, illustrated the vampire superstition,

JAPANESE MOVE FOR 
“SPECIAL AREA ” 


A move to create a virtual Japanese 
concession in Shanghai has been launched 
by the local influential Japanese Resi- 
dents’ Corporation, whose Foreign Affairs 
Committee has authorised Mr. Mausaburo 
Amano, the Chairman of the Corporation. 
to take up the matter with the Shanghai 
Municipal Council. 

The Committee proposes the creation of 
a “special administrative area,” com- 
prising the so-called extension, or extra- 
settlement roads, along the northern 
boundary of the international settlement. 

Under this proposal a large section of 
Hongchew and Chapei would pass under 
Japanese control. The reason given for 
the Japanese move is the large number of 
Japanese residents in the area, who are 
endangered under the existing international 
réqime by “ inadequate protection against 
Chinese terrorists.’’ 

The Corporation is also negotiating with 
the municipal authorities for more 
Japanese in the local police force.

GREEK AS A MEDIUM FOR 
POETRY 
A lecture on the Greek language as a 
medium for poetry was delivered by Mr. W. 
Redell Stanford, M.A., F.,T.C.D., last night 


at the imaugural meeting of the Classical 
Society, University College, Dublin. 

Dr. D, J. Coffey, President of the College, 
presided, and there was a very large attend- 
ance. 

Mr. Staníord said that some of the features 
of the Greek language that made it especially 
adaptable to poetry were its beauty of sound. 
its delicacy and subtlety of articulation, its 
sensitiveness to rhythmic pattern. The varied 
dialects of the language also were partly. re- 
sponsible, and its consequent readiness to re- 
ceive new words and new formations. It 
had a freedom from grammatical and metrical 
tyranny, and, on the less mechanical side, it pos- 
sessed astounding potentialities for vivid and 


arresting metaphors and a certain capacity | 


for elaborate verbal ambiguities, which was a 
much exploited device in modernist English 
prose and Verse.

The Dublin Fire Brigade Men’s Union has 
requested the City Manager to consider a 
number of claims, and has asked the Dublin 
Trades Union Council for its assistance and 
co-operation in securing improved conditions 
for the Brigade.

The best towns from our t of view, said 
Lord Longford, were Cork, Waterford and 
Sligo. In fact, we found we did best in those 
centres where there was already a iocal 
society of amateur actors. This was notably 
the case in Waterford and Sligo, where the 
local players not only come constantly to see 
the plays from the front, but took oppor- 
tunity during intervals to come round to the 
back of the stage and study the methods of 
production, stage setting and lighting, etc. 
As a case in point, said Mr. Fine, the 
eople in Sligo were much interested in our 
ughting equipment, and even more so in the 
facility with which we weré able to put on 
_ settings on the very limited stage avail- 
able. 


TOWNS BEGGING A VISIT 


But, said Lord Longford, the response in 
all towns was really marvellous. In some of 
the towns, of course, there was not the 
population to warrant our running for a 
week, but we were always able to link up 
with some other town for the rest of the 
week. On future occasions when we tour we 
shall probably be content with half a week in 
the smaller towns, and in this way be able 
to visit towns which we were unable to visit 
this time. It was astonishing the number 
of applications we got from towns in different 
parts begging us to pay a visit. Bat we 
simply could »“-“* them, and were, with 
regret, compellea to” pass such fine centres of 
interest as Newry. Mullingar and Drogheda. 
Discussing the reaction of audiences to the 
plays in their repertoire, Mr. Fine said that 
e thought it would be a good thing for the 
future of drama if school children were given 
more encouragement by their teachers to visit 
such touring companies. We got a lot of 
school children at our shows, but mostly 
we found that they came of their own in- 
itiative, though there was the notable ex- 
ception of Waterford, where teachers and 
schools co-operated splendidly, and there was 
a magnificent sthendania from the schools; 
but the teachers as a class should encourage 
children to take an interest in the drama. 
As to our plays we found, said Lord Long. 
ford, that we did best business with “Moon 
in Yellow River,” by Denis Johnston. ‘‘Three- 
Cornered Moon,”’ a straightlorward comedy, 
also had a terrific reception in some towns, 
tain other places were not so enthusiastic 
at ail. 
A general impression I gathered was that 
Galway had no interest in comedy at all. 
while Tralee was all for comedy. Clonmel 
also had no use for comedy. In Limerick 
competition with the cinemas was very 
severe. There are, I think, six splendid 
cinemas in the city, and our experience there 
was disappointing. Of course, that may 
largely ‘have been due to the fact that we 
had to play in a poor hall, The only place, 
however, that was really a complete failure 
was Dundalk, which came to me as a sur- 
prise, as | know they have a very successful 
musical society there. Probably it was that 
we came at the wrong season, just before 
Christmas.

LIMERICK, Monday. 
To-night, at a meeting of the Limerick 


Corporation, the Mayor, Alderman D. 
Bourke, presiding, Councillor’ Hartney 
moved a motion that the freedom 
of the city be conferred on Mr. 


William Griffin, editor and publisher of the 
New York Enquirer. Mr. Griffin had ren- 
dered signal services to Ireland in America 
during the trouble, and was now doing Il 
he could to promote the industrial poten- 
tialities of the Free State. Mr. Griffin was 
a kinsman of Gerald Griffin, poet and nove- 
list, a portrait in oils of whom he was pre- 
senting to the Corporation, There was no 
political motive behind the motion 

Mr, Casey seconded the motion 

Mr. P. Bourke, proposing a direct nega- 
tive, said that he had never heard of Mr. 
Griffin, much less to hear of anything he 
ever did for Ireland. The freedom of 
Limerick was a very valued honour, and it 
should not be given without good and suffi- 
cient reason. 

Alderman Reidy, T.D., seconded, and 
said that the usual practice was to consult 
members when a motion’ to confer freedom 
was under contemplation. That had not 
been done now. It was a very difficult 
thing to get the freedom of Limerick, 
Unanimity could not be got to confer the 
freedom of Limerick on the founders of the 
State, nor on those who were responsible for 
the Shannon scheme. Now it was proposed 
to give it to a man who was practically un- 
known. When the Lord Mayor of Dublin 
visited Limerick some time ago to lecture on 
behalf of the Catholic Boy Scouts, certain 
members of the Corporation boycotted the 
civic welcome extended to him. 

Mr. Dalton said that it was never known 
for one to accept the freedom when not con- 
ferred unanimously. William O'Brien and 
John Redmond refused to accept it under 
those conditions. He advised Mr. Hartney to 
withdraw the motion. 

Mr. Hartney refused to withdraw, and said 
that Mr. Bourke’s opposition was actuated by 
political venom. 

Mr. Bourke—You are the man who said 
that there was no politics in this. You 
measure me with your own tape 

Mr. Hartney—You are bigoted politically. 
Mr, Bourke—That is untrue. 

Mr. Donnellan—The citizens won't be 
shocked or astounded by giving the freedom 
to Mr. Griffin, It is only an empty formula. 
Mr. Bourke protested against the freedom 
being an empty formula. It was a very high 
bonour. 

Mr. Casey said that it was in the power of 
any citizen to question the right of confer- 
ring the freedom on any citizen.

A Democratic Triumph 


The events of the last ten or twelve days 
in Great Britain have moved so rapidly 
that the ordinary man hardly has had 
time to realise what has been happen- 
ing. Now that the whole, sad business is 
over, it is possible to regard it in 
retrospect with a dispassionate vision ; 
and the most prejudiced observer cannot 
but marvel at the way in which the 


British people have emerged from the 
crisis.

GREAT BRITAIN 


Four persons lost their lives around the 


English coast during the 60 miles an hour 


swept the country yesterday.— 
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King Edward VIII. and his Ministers, 
not only in Great Britain, but also in the 
Dominions, there was a widespread feeling 
that the British monarchy, the oldest 
political institution in the world, was in 
serious danger. The young King was the 
most popular man in the Empire. He 
had proved himself, both as Prince of 
Wales and as King-Emperor, to be a man 
with a highly-developed sense of duty, who 
never had spared himself in the service of 
his people, and his democratic spirit had 
won him the esteem and affection of all 
classes in Great Britain. When, there 
fore, it became known that the King was 
anxious to contract a marriage of which 
his Ministers did not approve, the 
immediate reaction among large numbers 
of the people was a feeling of sympathy 
with His Majesty’s point of view. Con- 
siderable irritation was expressed at the 
attitude of the Prime Minister and the 
Archbishop of Canterbury, both of whom 
were known to oppose the King’s desires. 
and when the matter was raised in the 
House of Commons for the first time it 
quickly became manifest that opinion was 
sharply divided. If the King had been 
willing to stand out against his Ministers, 
and to have persisted in his intention to 
marry Mrs. Simpson at all ccsts, he un- 
doubtedly would have secured a sub- 
stantial measure of support both in 
Parliament and in the country. The 
Commonwealth would have been split from 
top to bottom; a King’s Party would have 
been formed in opposition to the Govern. 
ment; the monarchy would have become a 
shuttlecock of party politics,. and some- 
thing vory like a revolution would have 
been precipitated. 

In the event nothing of the sort occurred 
—for two reasons. In the first place, 
although Edward VIII. ‘may have had 
many faults as a King, he had been 
trained, as he said himself, by his father 
in the traditions of constitutionalism, and 
acted throughout the crisis in the strictest 
accordance with those traditions. It is 
safe to say that the King of no other 
country, in like circumstances, would have 
acted in such a manner. The temptation 
to appeal to the people over the heads of 
the Cabinet must have been very strong, 
and there is reason to believe that His 
Majesty was advised by certain members 
of his immediate entourage to adopt this 
gPoures. His sense of tradition, however, 
was rooted so firmly, and his demccratic 
instinct was so sound, that he refused 
resolutely to countenance any division 
among the people ; and so he went into the 
wilderness, a king who up to the very last 
: never had deviated an inch from the course 
laid down by the Constitution. In the 
second place, the people of Great Britain 
seem to have an unerring instinct in times 
of national trial. At the beginning they 
were shocked so deeply at the very thought 
‘of their royal idol’s abdication that they 


attitude which very easily may lead to 
another world war if it continues—finds 
its reflection even in Ireland. During the 
last few weeks hundreds of young Irishmen 
have been enrolled in unofficial armies, 
and have been sent out to Spain to fight 
for a cause about which they can have only 
the vaguest ideas. In the early hours of 
Sunday morning the largest “ flitting,”’ so 
far, took place from Galway. It is said 
that nearly a thousand young men arrived 
in the town from all parts of the country, 
and they were embarked on a special ship 
which was lying in the bay. Up to the 
present time most of the volunteers from 
the Irish Free State have been supporters 
of General Franco, but it appears that en- 
listment has been carried on for the 
Government side as well, and that a large 
number of men sailed from Wexford a few 
days ago. Thus, last week has witnessed 
the departure of many young Irishmen for 
the opposing sides in Spain. We wonder 
if more than a very small proportion of 
these emigrants is aware of the issues in- 
volved there, or has seriously considered 
whether any real solution to these issues 
can be found in such a manner. Their 
gallantry must be admired, for whichever 
cause they have chosen to fight. Un- 
trained in military affairs, and quite 
possibly ignorant of the peculiar dangers 
and discomforts which they may have to 
face, they have chosen to leave their homes 
and their familiar fields to support what 
they conceive to be an ideal. At the same 
time, we feel that these emigrations ought 
not to be encouraged. In the first place, 
it is at least a matter for argument 
whether they will be effective in any way, 
except as a gesture. Reports from Spain 


go to show that native man-power is 
plentiful enough, and that a dozen foreign 
engineers or aviators are more welcome 
than a thousand inexperienced volunteers. 
The fact that strikes one most, however, 
is that a civil war has broken out in Spain, 
and that many young Irishmen will be 
fighting against one another because of it. 
On either side, we do not doubt, there is a 
passionate belief that the issue is more 
than Spanish, and that the cause has 
become a universal cause which must be 
defended even by people who know nothing 
of Spain and its problems. That attitude 
is not confined to Ireland. Already 
Germans, Italians, Englishmen, Russians 
and Frenchmen are fighting in Spain, and 
men of the same nationality have found 
themselves on opposite sides. If the 
opinions of the volunteers were shared with 
equal fervour by everybody, there is no 
reason (as cynics have pointed out) why 
the journey to Spain should be needed at 
all. There may be little danger of this 
reductiv ad absurdum, though every day 
it becomes more clear that rival German 
and Russian contingents in Spain may 
lead to rival German and Russian armies 
in another arena. As for the contingents 


anybody. It is annoying at the best of 
times to feel that we are entirely incom- 
petent to control our destinies, but when, 
as in the case of Mr. and Mrs. Dionne, we 
bring off a staggering coup de main, only 
to be told that there is nothing in the 
least remarkable or distinguished about 
our efforts—it is all a matter of sunspots— 
we might be pardoned for a measure of 
belligerent incredulity. Doctor Caldwell, 
perhaps, has not won the esteem and affec- 
tion of the family Dionne by his pro- 
nouncement, but it is certain that his 
forecast of the future will please them 
even less. He prophesies two or three 
years of comparative peace and quiet, but 
sheer horror in 1939. “Look out,” says 
Doctor Caldwell, “ for 1930,” and who 
knows that he was not delivering a solemn 
warning to those two simple people in the 
Canadian backwoods.

66 "[ SCHRICALLY speaking, there would 
require to be a second hearing of 
the appeal, but I do not quite know 
whether or not some other method could be 
arrived at whereby such a contingency 
could be avoided.’’ This was the answer 
given by Mr. Justice Johnston to the 
uestion put to him by a representative of 
the Irish Times yesterday, whether, as a 
result of the death of the Chief Justice, 
the appeal in the case of the Governors of 
the Erasmus Smith Schools against the 
Attorney-General and others would have 
to be re-heard, judgment not having been 
given by the Supreme Court, of which the 
Chief Justice was the President. 
The other two judges who heard the 
mm were Mr. Justice Murnaghan and 
Mr. Justice Johnston, the latter taking 
the place of Mr. Justice FitrGibbon, who 
had been engaged as counsel in earlier 
eedings in regard to the trusts of 
rasmus Smith. 


FORTY YEARS AGO 

Litigation began more than forty years 
ago over the will of Erasmus Smith, a 
Cromwellian adventurer, who acquired 
land in many parts of Ireland, and died 
over 250 years ago; but the appeal to the 
Supreme Court in the present case was 
from a decision of the High Court on a 
preliminary issue. That issue was, 
whether the paramount intention of 
Erasmus Smith in endowing the Schools 
founded by him was religious or educa- 
tional. 
In their action the Governors of the 
Schools claimed a declaration that the end 
and object of Erasmus Smith in providing 
property and creating and endowing the 
charitable trusts administered by them 
was to promote the Protestant faith accord- 
ing to the Scriptures, and to provide for 
the education, advancement and assistance 
of Protestants. The Attorney-General 
pleaded that the paramount object of the 
trusts was the uplifting and disciplining 
by means of education of the poor 
children of the tenants and inhabitants 
on Erasmus Smith’s lands; and a 
number of Roman Catholic ‘special 
defendants"’ as representing the parents 
of a class for whose benefit, they submitted, 
the trusts were established, submitted that 
Erasmus Smith promoted the trusts with 
the paramount object of endowing a free 
educational foundation for the children of 
tenants and inhabitants of his Irish 
estate, and of other poor persons, and 
imposed rio religious tests, and they 
claimed a declaration that the trusts were 
charitable, and that the paramount object 
of the trusts was educational, and not 
religious, 


EDUCATIONAL ENDOW MENT 
Mr. Justice Meredith, who heard the 
action in the High Court, held that the 
endowment was, as regards the paramount 
intention, an endowment for conferring 
the benefit of secondary education on a 
specified class, and, therefore. an educa- 
tional, and not a religious, endowment.

FORECAST OF THE 
RESULT 


DISAPPOINTMENT IN

LONDONDERRY, Monday. 
HE Northern Ireland Ministry of Home 
Affairs has reached a decision on 
the report of their Inspector, Vice- 
Admiral Archdale, C.B.E., on the recent 
sworn inqui into the Derry wards 
scheme, which pro to reduce the 
number of wards from five to three and 
the Council membership from 40 to 24. 
Inquiries at official sources here revealed 
no clue as to the result of the inquiry, but 
it is believed that the Ministry's decision 
is one which will give satisfaction to 
neither the Unionist nor the Nationalist 
parties. 
The Unionist Party, who sponsored the 
scheme, claimed that it would give due 
consideration to valuation, and, with a 
smaller Council, would tend towards 
economy and efficiency in municipal con- 
trol. The Nationalists alleged that it 
was a gerrymander plot to perpetrate a 
Unionist majority on the Council. 
The Ministry is understood to have de- 
cided to reduce the number of wards from 
five to three, but the boundary between 
the new North and South Wards will not 
follow the suggested and much criticised 
line to include part of the South Ward, 
Barrack street and Ferguson street areas 
in the North Ward. Instead, it will 
follow the Northern Ireland Parlia- 
mentary division between the City and the 
Foyle divisions, which, roughly speaking, 
is the same as the division between the 
North and East Wards on the one sida 
and the South Ward on the other. 


MAJORITIES AND 
MINORITIES 

The new North Ward will consist of 
most of. the old North Ward and the 
East Ward, while the new South Ward 
will consist of the present South and 
West Wards, along with part of the North 
Ward. Waterside Ward will remain un- 
changed. North and Waterside Wards 
will have large Unionist majorities, and 
the South Ward will have a large 
Nationalist majority. 
Instead of each of the three new wards 
returning eight members each, giving the 
Unionists a majority of eight, the Minis- 
try, it is believed, have decided that the 
Waterside Ward shall return only four 
members. The Unionists would thus have 
a majority of four in a Council of twenty, 
instead of a majority of sixteen in a 
Council of forty, as at present, and a 
majority of eight in the scheme proposed 
by them. 
It is stated that the Unionists feel that. 

if this forecast is correct their majority 
will be too precarious, while the 
Nationalist Party absolutely refuse to 
accept such a decision 


NATIONALIST OPINION 
Councillor Patrick Maxwell declared 
that the question of the future attitude 
of the Nationalist Party, and the possi- 
bility of a policy of abstention, would 
have to be considered. The party could 
not accept such a scheme at all. “ No 
scheme which is designed to carve up the

A fourteen-year-old London girl, who 
was too frightened to jump into the sea 
when the motor boat Excel was beinz 
driven ashore at Orfordness yesterday, 15 
the sole survivor of the crew of the vessel. 
Her father, sister and brother jumped 
into the sea and were drowned. The girl 
owes her life to her fear of leaving the 
boat. 

A coastguard told a reporter: “ Or 
board the motor boat was a man named 
Mason, believed to be.of Cranbrook road, 
Tottenham, two daughters, of eighteen and 
fourteen years of age, and a son aged six. 
“In heavy seas the boat, about forty 
feet long, which, it is understood, was 
bound from Dover to London, was being 
driven ashore when the father, the*elder 
daughter and the son jumped into the sea 
and were swept away. 

“ The young girl stayed in the boat, 
and when it was driven ashore she jumped 
on to the beach and was not hurt in any 
way.” 

It is believed that when the father saw 
that the Excel must inevitably be driven 
ashore he told his children to jump for 
their lives. The girl was too frightened to 
do so. She is being cared for in a cottage 
close to the Orfordness Coastguard Station. 
Search is being made for the bodies. 
Apparently heavy seas swamped the 
vessel when she was a considerable 
distance from the shore and put the engine 
out of order. Helpless, she was driven 
straight for the beacn. 

Coastguards at Orfordness stated that 
the affair was all over in a few seconds, 
and that it was impossible for anybody on 
shore to de anything. 


LONG BATTLE WITH 
STORM

THREE MEN RESCUED 


At the height of the storm the crew of 
the motor fishing vessel, Josephine, of 
Folkstone, helpless néar the Warren 
ltocks, were rescued after a tremendous 
battle with heavy seas. They were Frank 
Care. skipper, Jim Swan and Tom Winter, 
all of Folkstone 

It was only with difficulty that the 
Hythe motor lifeboat, the Viscountess 
Wakeficld, was launched, several towns- 
people wading into the icy sea up to their 
chests to assist in the launching. A local 
boat, the Florence Rosalind, manned by a 
volunteer crew, put out to the rescue and 
managed to get a line to the Josephine. 
Sor ninety minutes she prevented the 
Josephine from being carried on to the 
rocks. 

Then just as the Hythe lifeboat came 
alongside the line snapped. It was with 
the greatest difficulty that the lifeboatnien 
succeeded in taking off the helpless crew, 
and they were landed at Folkestone about 
two o'clock yesterday morning. 


COLLISION WITH 
LIGHTSHIP 
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VESSEL UNMANAGEABLE 
IN HEAVY SEA 


Early 'aognsss Á there was another 
drama of the sea being played out on the 
East coast, where, following a collision 
between the steamer 7inal and the Newarp 
lightship, to the north of Great Yarmouth, 
the Zinal was reported to be unmanageable 
in the fierce southerly gale. 

The Zinal, a vessel of 3,500 tons, bound 
from Shields to Shoreham, Sussex, sent 
out a message asking for a tender to be 
sent out, and the lightship sent up white 
rockets. The Gorleston lifeboat, which on 
Saturday had gone to the aid of the Dutch 
motor vessel Appolinaris VI., ashore near 
Winterton, responded to the signals and 
dashed after the Zinal through the storm. 
The lifeboat returned to its station 
about a quarter to nine and reported that 
the Newarp lightship was leaking a little 


Zinal, which was not in danger, was about 
two miles off Winterton. and required the 
services of a tug to ‘take her to port. 
These messages w ere sent to the Gorleston 
coastguard station and transmitted by 
them to the authorities’ in Great 
Yarmouth. 

When last heard from the Zinal was 
making for the Humber.

THE GALE IN IRELAND 
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CREW TAKEN OFF AT 
WICKLOW 


In the storm which swept over Ireland 
on Sunday a crew were rescued off the 
Wicklow coast. When signals were 
observed from one of the ships sheltering 
from the storm in Wicklow Bay the life- 
boat put out from Wicklow, and returned 
with the crew of the ketch Ivy P., bound 
from Courtown Harbour to Garston with 
slate dust. 

The members of the crew were:— 
Charles Saurenson, Arklow (master); G. 
Gibson, Arklow (mate); C. Fisher, 
Courtown, and W. Bulger, Courtown. 

The ketch was stated to be leaking 
badly, and with the freshening of the 
storm was in danger. Two hours after 
their arrival in Wicklow the crew made 
an effort to return to their vessel, in 
the hope of keeping it afloat during the 
night, while the lifeboat stood by. Owing 
to the severity of the storm, however, they 
had to return to the harbour. 

The boat, which was riding at anchor 
about two miles from the shore, is the 
property of the Earl of Fitzwilliam, and 
is engaged in carrying slate dust from 
Coollattin Quarry. 

The crew were cared for during the 
night .by Mr. J. J. Kennedy, of the 
Shipwrecked Mariners’ Society, and 
others, and the lifeboatmen waited 
throughout the night. 

When the storm abated in the early 
hours of yesterday morning the lifeboat 
succeeded in bringing the crew to the 
ketch, which was then brought into pli«.

What has happened is not 
without a bearing upon those tasks. It 
has been shown, for example, what value 
the forces making for peace in the world 
attach to British stability and to British 
strength, and it has, therefore, empha- 
sisedsonce more the necessity for increas- 
ing that strength with all possible speed. 
' One of the thoughts uppermost in-respon- 
sible minds during the crisis was the in- 
calculable damage which its development, 
and even its prolongation, might have 
caused to the plans now being laid for 
ensuring the safety of the nation. The 
success of those plans depends so much 
upon unity cf parpose that the division 
of the nation upon other issues must 
have been highly dangerous from this 
point of ‘view alone. 

A Second task which’ must be resumed 
without delay in the improvement of 
conditions in the special areas. Mem- 
bers: of all parties are deeply 
concerned with these laggards in the 
progress towards industrial recovery, and 
before the recent crisis arose 
generally insistent that further measures 
should be taken to help them. This fact, 
which is recognised in all unprejudiced 
quarters, is the truth which broke the 
abomimable imsinuation that the crisis 
ans out of some conspiiacy against the 
poór and their too pressing champions. 
That insinuation can now best be given 
its final quietus by the prompt action on 
behalf of the special areas which the 
Government have already promised. 

A third outstanding task is the intensi- 
fication of the campaign for better 
physical education in the widest sense. 
which, in principle, is above all political 
controversy, and accords so well with the 
activities. long associated with King 
George VI. as Duke of York.

the Madrid íront, and this seemed an 
occasion to consider the progress made 
towards taking the capital since the attack 
began five weeks ago. 

On November 7 the insurgents took 
Carabanchel Bajo and entered the Casa 
Del Campo. Before these victories the in- 
surgent columns had taken village after 
village on the roads to Madrid very easily, 
with a few exceptions, and, perhaps, this 
successful advance precipitated their pre- 
mature assault on capital. 

It is clear that this great city cannot be 
taken by storm without an army of 100,000 
trained soldiers ; for in street fighting the 
defenders would have an enormous 
advantage. General BFrancos § army, 
although comparatively well trained, con- 
taining, as it does, so m professional] 
soldiers, is tod small eg Madrid in 
any other way than by a siege, unless 
the city is first subjected to an ‘intense 
artillery and air bombardment. __- 


AN INACTIVE FORCE 


At the present moment there is a rela- 
tively small force south-west.of Madrid. 
which, apart from a few skirmishes, has 
been waiting inactive for five weeks. But 
in order to make even a siege effective, a 
larger besieging army is necessary than 
General Franco has before the capital at 
present. 

The east side of Madrid is 
defended, and if the insurgent columns. 
advancing slowly from Siguemza, can 
accelerate their progress and take Guada- 
lajara, they will be in a position to 
threaten the city on that side. 

If a small force were sent from Toledo 
to take |Aranjuez on the south, the capital 
could easily be cut off from Valencia. and 
so the blockade would be complete. There 
is every reason to suppose that the high 
command are adopting this plan, bnt, 


even so, more reinforcements may be 
necessary.

MEDIATION EFFORT 


From Revrer’s Correspoxpenrt. 


PARIS, Monday. 


Following the receipt of the German 
and Italian replies to the Franco-British 
proposals for mediation in Spain, which 
replies although not negative, raise cer- 
tain objections to the proposals, the 
French Government is continuing its 
efforts, which will be mainly directed into 
two channels— 

(1) To tighten up contro] through the 
International Committee of Control in 
London. 

(2) To ensure an exchange of views 
between France and Great Britain, and 
then between France, Great Britain and 
other States, with a view to finding some 
successful method of mediation. 

In one week 60,000 persons, half of them 
children, have been evacuated from 
Madrid by the committee engaged on this 
work, according to messages reaching Puris 
from Madrid. The defence committee has 
issued another appeal to women and 
old people urging them to leave the 
capital.

DR. A. A. ROBB 

The death took place yesterday at his resi- 
dence, Lisnabreeny, Castlereagh, Belfast, of 
Dr. Alfred Arthur Robb, D.8c., Ph.D., F.B.S. 
He was the fourth and youngest son of the 
late Mr. John Robb, of Lisnabreeny House, 
Castlereagh, and was a member of a family 
which bas played a conspicuous part in the 
commercial development of Belfast. 

Dr. Robb was educated at the Royal Bel- 
fast Academical Institution, at Queen's Col- 
lege, Belfast (as it was then known), at 8t. 
John’s College, Cambridge. and tingen 
University. He graduated at the Royal Uni- 
versity of Ireland, and also held the degrees 
of M.A of Cambridge University and Ph.D. 
of Gottingen University. 

In recognition of his services to the world 
of learning, Dr. Robb was, in February, 
1921, one of fifteen gentlemen eminent in 
science who were elected Fellows of the 
Royal Society. Cambridge University con- 
ferred on him the degree of Doctor of 
Science, and a similar honour was con- 
ferred on him at the summer graduation 
prey Sa Queen's Univeristy, Belfast, in 


July, 

During the Great War Dr. Robb assisted 
in hospital work in France and Belgium, 
and was the recipient of the Croix-de 
Guerre. The decoration was bestewed for 
bravery in the front line, Dr. Rebb goi 
out repeatedly to bring in badly wapnad 
men fre.

FAMILIES IN ROOMS

room. The mothers and children were sufier- 
ing grievously. Medical examimation showed 
that some of the children were ‘maimed for 
life. Visita had been made to — Housing 
Lapaidesaí of the Corporation, but nothmg 

been done to rn the horrors of the 
people there. ‘Turner's Cottages should be 
rebuilt, and the present occupiers housed in 
a decent way with modern conveniences, rents 
for the most part being kept at the present 
figure.

national life. Work would be plentiful if war 
came, and it was the shallowest economic 
pessimism to declare that a compact and patient 
community like the Irish Free State could 
not, through rts Execative Council, inaugurate 
and carry through a large scale programme 
of work during the quiet years of peace. 
The old adage: “ Where there is a will there 
ig @ way” was as true of the State as ol 
the individua.

There was another case of a child 
brought to hospital with rickets, The al- 
moner found that the child was one of a 
family living with its mother in an under- 
ground cellar. There was no use sending 
the child back to such surroundings where 
the benefits of hospital treatment would be 
undone, so she arranged to have the child 
sent to a convalescent home, and afterwards 
to a home in the country until it was en- 
tirely recovered 


SUPER-WORKER 

The main purpose of an almoner’s work 
was to try and get for the patient the full 
benefit of hospital treatment, but she had 
a great many other duties to perform in co- 
operation with the staff, such as seeing that 
surgical appliances were properly used, arrang- 
ing for visits of the district nurse, arranging

In the course of the week there will be 
a debate in the Hous. of Commons on the 
new charter for the British Broadcasting 
Corporation, and the proceedings may be 
interesting. Some of the members are 
distinctly uneasy about the domestic 
affgirs of the Corporation, and will 
endeavour to secure assurances from the 
Government that several matters will be 
readjusted. At the same time members 
might, perhaps, turn a sympathetic ear to 
some school boys who regard the 
Children’s Hour as “ babyish ” and “only 
fit for girls.”” A headmaster has collected 
the views of 382 boys between eleven and 
fifteen years old, and the results of his 
research show that 302 boys enjoy broad- 
cast lessons, and that the favourite sub- 
jects are geography, travel talks and 
history in that order. The boys like to 
hear experts and famous people talking. 
One boy wrote: ‘* It is a change from hear- 
ing teacher talk.’’ Questions about listen- 
ing at home revealed that the favourite 
forms of wireless entertainment were 
variety and music-hall plays, and dance 
music. “ Highbrow’’ music was not 
blas. Among suggestions put, íorward 
y the children for “brightening the 
B.B.C. ” were more cheerful Sunday pro- 
gramines. Broadcasters should speak more 
slowly and distinctly, and plays should be 
more exciting.

OLD IRISH 
PARLIAMENT 


ES 
HISTORIC INCIDENTS 
RECALLED 


Dramatic episodes which took place in the 
old Irish Parliament formed the material for 
a paper which Mr. H. 0. Brunskill, Vice- 
Presicent, read last night at the meeting of 
the Old Dublin Society. 

The paper described Charles Tottenham's 
famous night ride to Dublin in 1731, when 
he was M.P. for New Ross, which ended in 
his entering the House of Commons in riding 
attire, with top boots on and his clothes 
splashed with mud. He had left a sick bed, 
and arrived just in time to prevent a surplus 
of ££0,000 being allocated to England. Also 
described was the famous harpers’ contest in 
the House, when, to settle a wager between 
Colonel Jones, M.P., of Drumshambo, and 
an Eng.ish nobleman, Jeremy Duigenan, the 
Irish harper, competed against a Wel 
harper and was unanimously given the vit- 
tory by the members present. 

The paper also dealt with Richard Burke’s 
petition, when Burke, the son of Edmund 
Lurke, walked into the chamber to read a 
petition to a bill about to be introduced. As 
he advanced towards the Treasury Bench, 
cries of “ privilege~ a stranger in the House’”’ 
were raised by the members, and Burke 
caused much amusement by his subsequent 
atternpts to escape the Sergeant-at-Arms and 
the doorkeepers, who sought to hold him. He 
e-caped eventually to England, and eluded 
messengers sent to arrest him. 

In conclusion, Mr. Brunskill’s paper gave 
some (etails of the outburst of jealousy be- 
tween Grattan and Flood, and of its culmina- 
tion in the famous scene when Grattam 
attacked Flood in the House on the questiog§

NEW ANTARCTIC 
EXPEDITION 


———— 


It is twenty-five years ago to-day that 
the explorer, Amundsen, reached the South 
Pole 34 days ahead of Captain Scott, whe 
with his brave comrades had struggled 
through the icefields in the hope of reach- 
ing the goal tirst. The wonderful story 
has been told by Captain Scott himseif 
in his diary, found near his body when he 
was frozen to death. -His famous ship, 
Discovery, in which he made his first 
attempt to reach the Pole in 1901, is to 
make another effort, and on this occasion 
it will take thirty-four British explorers 
who will be known as the British Antaretic 
Expedition, 1937. The expedition will be 
under the command of Mr. E. W. Walker, 
a young explorer, who was one of the 
James Bay Geological Expedition to the 
Arctic in 1930 and 1931. The vessel was 
built specially for Captain Scott at a cost 
of £52,000, and re-conditioned in 1925, 
since when it has been used on two or 
three expeditions. Mr. Walker hopes to 
reise sufficient funds to buy the vessel, in 


the hope that it would enable him to 
achieve success in the enterprise, It is 


hoped to discover the coast line of the 


Antarctic, which hitherto has evaded the 
e<plorers who have set forth on these 
quests. The expedition will be away for
